Woods told a senate investiga- 


tions subcommittee that Vaughan, 
President Truman's military aide, 
came to his office Jan. 12, 1948, 
to make the plea. He said Vaughan 
was accompanied by Eugene Mori 
of Carnden, N. J., listed as Tan- 
foran's president, 


Woods previously had told the 


•ubcommittee only of being called 
to the White House Jan. 9 last 
year by Vaughan to discuss the 
Tanforan 
matter. 
He 
quoted 


Vaughan as telling him at the 
White House meeting that "some 
of my friends" were interested in 
the case. 


"Please Hurry" 


Woods said that at the meeting 


three days later he believed that 
Vaughan asked htm to "please hur- 
ry" along the permit because there 
was "something" before the Cali- 
fornia race track commission which 
would make Tanforan lose its fran- 
chise if the construction work could 
not proceed. 


Woods sent letters to the justice 


department the next day urging 
modification of a court order issued 
against the former owners of the 
track to stop construction.

again said that Vaughan has Mr. 
Truman's permission to testify in 
the committee's so-called "five per 
Center" inquiry if the senators 
want him to do so.

Now the talk is of getting along 
on what China can produce her- 
self, plus what Soviet Russia can 
supply 


Limits Prospects 


This greatly limits the prospect 


for business of any kind in China, 
and means hard times. The mod- 
erates who had hoped to keep Red 
China part of the world economy 
have lost to the pro-Soviet isola- 
tionists 
China once again has be- 


come a place where motorcars run 
on charcoal and there is no ready 
source of imports nor adequate 
market abroad for China s export 
offerings. 


The first fruit of this shift in 


policy is the local trade agreement 
between 
Manchuria and Soviet 


Russia 
The Peipmg radio is plug- 


ging this purely limited deal as a 


major solution to China's economic 
strangulation under the blockade. 
Red China i§ being herded down 
the road toward Russia with a rash 
of article* and speeches praising 
Soviet Russia as the true and 
trusted friend in need. Nothing is 
said about the unequal treaty of 
1945 which gives the Soviets the 
same position in Manchuria the 
czars used to enjoy. 


Sino-Sov let friendship 
associa- 


tions are being organized on a 
large scale in Manchuria, suggest- 
ing that Red China has to make a 
special effort to sell Russia in this 
role to the Chinese people. 


All this might have happened 


anyway

that it is happening behind Chiang 
Kai-Shek's blockade.

Its 
simplicity of construction give* it 
particular appeal to farmers who 
are confronted with the alterna- 
tives of building bins themselves 
or of letting gnxir. itay in piles 
on the open ground.v

Should U. S. Foot Campaign Bills 


Should the U. S. treasury pay for our presidential elec- 


SenSo^Lodge of Massachusetts thinks so and has intro- 


duced a resolution for that purpose. 


The theory is that our present system of private fmanc- 


ino- weights a winning candidate down with too many com- 
mitments. The president has to grant favors in return for 
favors received. 


Thus when a new man takes office, he has to dispense 


many of his choicest plums to the men who drew their check- 
books from their pockets most regularly. 


Soon afterward a scanning of passenger lists for Euro- 


pean and other'foreign liners shows a liberal sprinkling ol 
new American diplomats, who naturally just happen to have 
been heavy campaign contributors. 


There" is no question that merit would be a much bigger 


factor in presidential appointments were it not for campaign 
obligations. 


Private financing is a headache for another reason, too. 


The need for radio and television time is making campaigns 
steadily more expensive: and adequate funds are increas- 
ingly difficult to scrape up. 


In principle the Lodge proposal sounds good, at least at 


first glance. But some tough questions come to mind. 


Who gets the money? Just the two major parties, or 


minor ones as well? If some of the latter, who decides which 
shall be included? 


Offhand, any discrimination at this point would appear 


hard to justify in a democracy that professes to keep the 
door open always for new ideas, new policies, new parties. 
Democracy can't be a closed corporation. 


Furthermore, would there be any government control 


over how the money should be spent by the parties? Ed- 
ward J. Flynn, Democratic leader in New York's Bronx, 
points out that much campaign money is wasted. 


But any control to prevent waste might in time turn out 


to be control for control's sake. Control of a political party's 
spending would mean an end to free elections. 


Other objections have been raised but these are the big 


ones. For all its apparent surface merit, the Lodge proposal 
is unlikely to get far unless its supporters can show that 
government financing of campaigns will not handicap the 
free working of America's democratic election system. 


A process first used for concentrating mine ores now

This authorization shall con- 
tinue in full force and effect from 
the date hereof and I hereby agree 
to abide by any decisions and 
agreements reached by the union 
and my employer on wages, hours 
and working conditions." 


Note that there is no time limit. 


The subject is hooked forever and 
decisions by the fuehrer of the 
union need not be beneficial to the 
individual cr respect his rights as 
a person and citizen. 


"For a valuable consideration," 


the yellow-dog contract continues, 
"the receipt whereof is hereby 
acknowledged, the union or five 
years is given full authority and 
power of attorney as my repre- 
sentative in establishing compli- 
ance by my employer with any 
and all federal, state and city 
laws, regulations and rules gov- 
erning wages, hours and working 
conditions. This power of attorney 
is coupled with an interest and }s 
irrevocable."

Peoria Bank Sets 
Up Retirement Plan 


Peona. HI., Aug. 
10—(AP)— 


The Commercial Bank has an- 
nounced a retirement plan affect- 
ing about 130 employes. 


George Luthy, president, said 


the plan would cost the firm about 
$190.000 to be paid out of earnings 
for 10 years, and then would cost 
the bank about 517,000 annually 
and the employes about 58,500. 


The plan supports, but does not 


affect, a profit sharing plan in 
effect for many years, Luthy said, 
Most employes will be able to 
retire under the retirement plan 
plus old age benefits at about 40 
to 50 per cent of their average 
salaries, Luthy said. 


If they have tied the profit

Old Today, a Hard Worker 


Stanford University, Calif.. Aug., 


10—(AP)—Herbert Clark Hoover 
is 75 years old today, and tributes 
lor the country's only living ex- 
president poured in from all over 
the world. 


Late today Stanford University 


will honor its most 
illustrious 


graduate in the Frost amphithea- 
ter. A crowd of 12,000 to 14,000 
was expected. 


The program will be climaxed 


by a major address by Mr. Hoover, 
beginning at 5 p. m. His topic will 
be "Think of The Next Genera- 
tion." 


Even Mr. Hoover, who 
once- 


said "I have had every honor to | 
which any man 
oould 
aspire," 


probably was surpnsed by the 
stir created by his birthday an- 
niversary and by the congratula- 
tory letters by the thousands. 


Two states, Arkansas and Mary- 


land, proclaimed today "Hoover 
Day." Governor Earl Warren oi 
California issued a proclamation 
in which he said: "Few men any- 
where have lived more useful lives, 
and none* with greater devotion, 
both at home <mu throughout the 
world." 


The governors of Nc-w Mexico 


and Vermont extended greetings 
to Mr. Hoo\er in ptoclamations, 
and personal congratulations were 
sent by the governors of Idaho, 
Alabama, Virginia South Dakota, 
Kansas, New York and Washing- 
ton. 


Born In Iowa 


Mr. Hoover, born m Iowa and 


a member of the first graduating 
class of Leland Stanford Univer- 
sity, was the 30th president of the 
Unit* States—from 1929 to 1933. 


At 75 he is, as always, a hard 


worker, usuallv putting in a 16- 


hour day. His chief concern for 
many years has been lor national 
and international at'lairs. 


Even when on fishig tripfa or at 


the annual encampment of the 
Bohemia club on the Russian liv- 
er, he usually works at least part 
of the day. At his New York 
hotel residence, he keeps four 
secretaiies busy. 


After World War II he was

Boy 'Possessed' by Evil 


Spirits Has 'em Cast Out 


Washington, Aug. 10—(AP) — 


An "evil spirit" which a Washing- 
ton couple said "possessed" their j 
14-year-old son appeared today to 
have been cast out. 


This information was relayed to 


the Society for Parapsychology by 
i Washington clergyman who said 
Ihe family had obtained for the 
6oy "the ritual of exorcism" from 
derrgymen of different faiths. 


The minister told the 
society 


that mysterious noises, creeping 
furniture and violent rocking of 
the boy's bed were observed by 
the family beginning last January. 


He said he took the boy to his 


home where he witnesses these

I'll be able to tell anyone the exact moment I felt I could beat the 
treacherous waters.

Morelli Given a New Stay 


of Execution by Governor 


Springfield, 111., Aug. 10—(AP) 


—James Morelli, 22, of Chicago, 
:oday began a new six weeks 
ease on life under a second re- 
prieve by Governor Stevenson. 


Morelli's execution for murder 


had been set for Friday. He was 
occupying a death row cell in the 
Cook county jail when the gover- 
nor acted yesterday. 


Stevenson granted the stay to 


Sept. 23 so Morelli could get a 
state supreme court hearing on 
his contention that he was not re- 
presented at his trial by a lawyer 
of his own choosing. 


The governor said he had learn- 


ed Chief Justice William J. Ful- 
ton denied a writ sought by Morel- 
li without passing on its merits 
because a quorum of the court 
could 
not 
be immediately 
as- 


sembled. 


The court's next regular term 


opens Sept. 12. 


Morelli was convicted of mur- 


dering Emil Schmeichel during a 
1947 shooting spree in which two 
more men were killed and two 
others wounded. One of Morelli's 
companions drew a long prison 
sentence. A second was killed by 
police gun fire. 


The governor originally put off 


Morelli's execution in May to al- 
low time for an executive clem- 
ency 
appeal. 
Stevenson 
denied 


clemency July 25. 


The clemency plea came after 


the state supreme court had re- 
fused to upset his conviction. The 
question of whether Morelli had 
proper legal representation 
was 


not raised on that occasion.

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Top Military 'Brass' Makes 


Europe Arms Report Today 


Washington, Aug. 10—(AP) — , 


America's three top military men 
carry to congress today their on- 
the-spot report of Europe's needs 
for arms. 


Their combined testimony is cer- 


tain to have a strong influence on 
lawmakers 
studying 
President 


Truman's 
51,450,000,000 military 


aid program. 


The joint chiefs of staff—Army 


General Omar N. Bradley, Admiral 
Louis Denfeld and Air Force Gen- 
eral Hoyt Vandenberg—returned 
only yesterday from a round of 
conferences with western Europe's 
military chiefs. 


Met With Congress 


After a ceremony at the White 


House to witness the signing of 
new military unification legisla- 
tion, they had two'dates with con- 
gress. 


They were called first before 


the senate foreign relations and 
armed services committees. Later 
they were due to follow Secretary 
of "state Acheson into a closed- 
door session of the house foreign 
affairs committee. 


These two conferences, senate 


leaders agreed, will go a long way 
in fixing the size and scope of the 
arms bill which finally is passed 
by congress. 


Their report comes at a time 


when congress is wrangling over 
amount of military aid that should 
be given to north Atlantic pact 
nations, plus Greece, Turkey, Iran, 
the Philippines and Korea. These 
are the nations tagged for aid un- 
der the new arms program. 


One of the most talked-about 


plans was suggested yesterday by 
Senator Vandenberg of Michigan, 


the Republicans' top man in for- 
eign affairs. 


Vandenberg proposed that con- 


gress provide cash for only half 
the $1,160,000,000 program for re- 
arming Atlantic pact nations. The 
other half would be hi authority 
to make contracts for arms, to be 
appropriated for later. 


In 
effect, this 
would 
mean 


spreading the cost over a two- 
year period without any actual cut 
in the amount of arms for Europe. 


Secretary of Defense Louis John- 


son indicated he could go along 
with this plan, although not en- 
thusiastic about it, provided there 
is no reduction in the total amount 
of arms for Europe. 
He said it 


would be impossible anyway to de- 
liver all the arms in one year. 


Two 
Democratic leaders said 


privately the administration prob- 
ably would accept the Vandenberg 
proposal. They said it would give 
President Trungan the program he 
wants even if the costs are spread 


i over two years.
